Plea Made by Homeric 
Captain That He Did 
Not See Any Japanese 
Sailors Drowning. 


New York, April 22.—Differing 
among themselves 'as to whether more 
could or should have been done to save 
the 38 Japanese sailors of the Rai- 
fuku Maru who drowned before their 
eyes Tuesday morning 180 miles off 
Nova Scotia, the 362 pasengers of 
the Homeric arrived on board the big 
White Star liner Wednesday night 
with vivid eye-witness stories of the 
pathetic disaster. 

While Captain John Roberts, 40 
have lowered his life boats had he 
seen a living man in the huge, boil- 
ing seas after the Homeric reached the 
Japanese freighter, some of the ‘pas- 
sengers, including Amos Pinchot, of 
Pennsylvania, declared they had seen 
a number of men swimming or being 
earried along in the waters, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that an attempt 
should have been made to save their 
lives. “ 

122 Sign Testimonial. 

Most of the passengers, however. 
agreed that the captain had undoubt- 
edly known the best thing to do, and 
123 of the 258 first-cabin passengers 
signed a testimonial, complimenting 
Captain Roberts on his attempt and 
sympathizing. with him. because jt was

BROWN DELIVERS 
RELIGIOUS SPEECH 
MANNING FORBADE 


Church’s Failure To Rec- 
ognize “Changing Con- 
cept of God” Has Cre- 
ated Crisis, He Declares. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
New York, April 22.—The Rt. Rev. 
William Montgomery Brown, of Gal- 
ion, Ohio, bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal church, recently convicted 
of heresy by two ecclesiastical trial 
courts, tonight delivered the address 
which Bishop William T. Manning 
forbade him to give at St. Mark’s-on- 
the-Bouwerie last Sunday. 
. Bishop Brown told an audience at 
the non-denominationa| Community 
church that he undoubtedly was. a 
heretic when judged by theological 
standards, but insisted that he had 
chosen heresy in preference to “stul- 
tification and hypocrisy, the only two

mit.” 

The conflict between modern science 
and traditional theology, as practiced 
and tmught by the Episcopal church, 
he said, provided the background for 
his present situation in the church, 
This situation had its inception in 
1922 when charges of heresy were pre- 
ferred against him, based on state: 
ments in his book, “Communism and 
Christianism.” 

Forbidden by Manning. 

Bishop Brown was invited to 
speak by the Rev. William Norman 
Guthrie, rector of St. Mark’s, Jast. 
Sunday. hishon Manning forbade 
him the of the church or any 
parish or missien in the New York 
diocese, 

Tne address tonight, “My New and 
Old Faiths,’ was on the New Testa- 
ment text, “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and His righteousness.” and 
held, in the main, that the Episcopal 
churech’s failure to  reco,znize a 
“changing concept of God” had cré- 
ated a crisis in religion. 

“In this crisis,” he said. “the re- 
ligious teacher who has been steeped 
in the traditions of theology finds 
himself forced to say: 

“‘*God is like this. This 
correct concept of God and you 
deviate from it at your peril. Note 
the label. Observe that this God has 
been officially cxamined and ap- 
proved. Take no substitutes. None 
senuine without this signature.’ 


Essence of Heresy Trials. 


“T trust that I am not unduly sar- 
ecastic. That position is the very es- 
sence of heresy trials. It was from 
such heights of orthodoxy that the 
world burned Giordano Bruno, be- 
cause he saw God in_the whole of 
cosmic phenomena as I see Him to- 
day. It was with fhe same devotion 
to the supposedly correct label that 
it persecuted the ‘God-intoxicated’ 
Spinosa.” 

Bishop Brown opened his address 
with the admission that he was her- 
etic “in the sense in which the word 
was always used in the days when 
they burned people at the stake for 
deviating in some particular from the

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Cave City, Ky., April 22.—The body 
of Fleyd Collins, cave explorer, who 
died from hunger and exposure when 
trapped in Sand Cave late in Janu- 
ary, today was freed from its natural 
underground prison and moved from 
beneath the reck that pinned it to the 
bottom of the 70-foot shaft, W. H. 
Hunt, Central City (Ky.) engineer, 
said early tonight. 

The body was in good condition, 
considering the time it had been ex- 
posed to the underground elements, 
Hunt said, adding that the corpse will 
be raised from the shaft -to the sur- 
face at 9 o'clock temorrow morning. 

Examination of the rock that fell 
on Collins and pinned him in the 
death trap showed that it weighed 
only 75 pounds, Hunt said. 

Just after two workmen had suc- 
ceeded in removing the body from 
under the small rock, the portion ef 
the tunnel and lateral in which thre 
body was found, collapsed and feil 
from 60 to 100 feet into a pit directly 
behind the _position where the body 
had reclined. Collins told rescuers 
who crawled to him in the first days 
of his entrapment that there. was a 
deep pit behind him. 

Two miners, E. 8S. Hays and J. S. 
Smith, of Central City, weve the only 
ones who ventured into the death trap 
today. They reported that they found 
old chicken bones and scraps of food 


by the side of the cave explorer 
whith disproved early rumors that 
no food had been taken within Cel- 
lins’ reach. 


Several small chisels and a hammer 
taken to Collins through the original 
narrow, winding tunnel by William B. 
(Skeets) Miller, Courier-Journal re- 
porter, also were found by Collins’ 
side, as was a rope which Collins 
had tied around his arm pits and 
with which other men who crawled 
to him tried to pull him out. 

Mr. Hunt explained that the body 
which was released at .o'clock, was 
left in the shaft tonight because he 
did not have time really to lift it 
to the surface. He also said he want- 
ed to leave it there tonizht, because 
it was damp and cool in the bottom of 
the shaft. An armed guard stands un 
silent duty over the mouth of the 
shaft tonight with orders to permit 
no one to descend it. 

Funeral plans have not been ar- 
ranged and no member of the family 
was at the cave when the body was 
released. Mr. Hunt said that, follow- 
ing removal tomorrow, the body 
would lie in state in the Baptist 
church here for a few days. He said

The nationally-famous Salt Air resort 
on the shore of the Great Salt lake, 20 
inilos west of here, was gutted by fire 
late today and damage is estimated 
at upwards of $1,000,000.

Washington, April 22.—By tender- 
ing an appointment as minister to 
Rumania to Vice Chairman W. 8S. 
Culbertson, of the tariff commission, 
President Coolidge has taken another 
step in a series looking toward elim- 
ination of inside friction in the va- 
rious boards and commissions. 

Culbertson has been the leader of 
one faction of the commission in a 
long-standing row which has kept 
that body deadlocked on many major 
decisions. One of the most notable 
of these is that involving readjust- 


ment of the sugar tariff. The board 


split three and three on recommend- 
ing whether the present sugar. tariff 
should be cut in’ half. Chairman 
Marvin and Commissioners Burgess 
and Glassie favored the present tar- 
iff. Vice Chairman Culbertson and 
Costigan and Lewis 
favored a cut. . 
Cleavage on All Questions. 

This same line of cleavage has 
stood through other disputes on the 
board. Recently, the term of Lewis 
expired and Mr. Coolidge replaced 
him with Alfred P. Dennis, one of 
Hoover's economic experts. Now 
Culbertson has been asked to take 
a diplomatic post to make room for 
someone whose views are more in 
harmony with those of the admin- 
istration. Culbertson has been sub- 
jected to much ‘pressure to accept 
this transfer. During the presiden- 
tial campaign, La Follette charged 
that a group of high tariff senators 
had attempted to coerce Culbertson 
into recommending continuation of 
the sugar tariff. 

Culbertson wrote the flexible tariff 
provision of the Fordney-McCumber 
act, which authorizes the president to 


up vor down to meet differences in 
costs of production abroad. But Cul- 
bertson ieels that sabotage has been 
practiced on this provision. ‘The pro- 
posed shift of Culbertson to the diplo- 
matic service is a victory for his an- 
lagonist, Chairman Marvin, of Mas- 
sachusetts, a pronounced high tariff 
man.

In his speech at the Associated 
Press banquet in New York Tues- 
day evening Vice President Dawes 
found time between puffs at his in- 
verted pipe to launch another at- 
tack on the senate rules—and 
quite a vigorous one it was. - It 
had the same points in general, em- 
bellished with the same argu- 
ments, that struck the senate a 
powerful blow on the nose on the 
4th of March. | 


His argument is that the consti- 
tution’s framers+ did not intend 
that a single senator, upon occa- 
sion, might exercise more power 
over the fate of legislation than the 
president or than a majority of the 
senate itself. He wishes the ma- 
jority to have power to act and 
calls upon the country to bring 
about a change in the rules of the 
senate. He charges that senate 
rules have usurped and maintained 
powers that must be surrendered. 
He quite fittingly observed that 
he was elected to preside over the 
senate by the people and not by the 
Senators. | 


The speech before several hun- 
dred of America’s outstanding 
newspaper men was but a repeti- 
tion also of one made only a few 
hours earlier when, at a _ Boston 
celebration in membory of Paul Re- 
vere’s great feat, he not only scored 
the senate rules, but brought a ris-

of America will be her deep devotion 
to free speech and to freedom of the 
; press. The denial 

of the first to me.

‘ that of freedom of 

the press. While I 

was still in New 

York, the greatest journals besought 
me for interviews, although . they 
knew, quite as well as I did, that 
an official padlock had been placed 
on my lips. Their correspondents 


went with me to Canada, where I 
was again to be free to_-speak, as l 
had beén in England and France, 
and sent back many columns of in- 
terviews which were published in 
hundreds of papers, just as if a ban 
had not been issued against;me 1 
must say I have a profound admira- 
tion for the American press. With- 
eut an instant’s hesitation it acceptea 
the challenge to its freedom, thus 
creating the paradox of saying in type 
what I ecould not say in words—at 
least until I got into Canada. 

This paradox, strangely enough. 
was brought about largely by my 
enemies. They turned the key in the 
padlock which was intended to keep 
me in a state of complete silence. In 
stead the result it produced was 
quite the opposite. Here again was 
a paradox. My enemies’ discovered 
that the padlock was a promoter of 


publicity . instead of silence. They 
Weally gave me the opportunity to 
tell the American people’ through 
the newspapers of the Horthy regime 
in Hungary, of its star chambers, of 
the clubbing to death of defenseles» 
prisoners, the shipping of women in 
internment camps for being allezed 
radicals and similar little intermez- 
zos. These are bein brought to 
light so that the public can see who 
my accusers are who so magnani- 
mously wanted to defend America 
from the “Karolyi menace.” 
The Karolyi revolution was called 
in Hungary “the bloodless’ revolu- 
tion” while Admiral Horthy’s it- 
gime is known as the murderous 
counter-revolution. By comparing the 
record of these two administrations, 
by permitting Americans to see the 
democratic achievements of the for- 
mer and the dangers of the latter, 
the thrashing out has been going on 
of a serious European problem, the 
present Hungarian question. The 
monarchistic and militaristic coun- 
ter-revolution led by Admiral Horthy 
cannot long fool the world. The world 
will see that it would be dangerous 
to pamper the. beast of  revenze 
which may at any moment turn East- 
ern Europe’s peace into a murder: 
ous warfare. But discredited though 
these Hungarian reactionaries are, 
they renew their attempts to divert 
the world’s attention from their war 
preparations by shvuuting at thdse 
who they think could thwart their 
efforts the ever recurring accusa- 
tion: ‘‘Red, Red.’’ 
But the free rress of America, 
true to America’s deep love of free- 
dom, is surely finding out and 
spreading abroad the truth that the 
real issue in Hungary is whether my 
country is to continue reactionary or 
join the ranks of democracies. 
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SIRDAR'S SLAYERS 
ADMIT WIDE PLOT 


Cairo, Egypt, April 22.—The judi- 

cial quthorities have published what 
they state to be a summary of the 
confessions ‘of some of the men ae- 
cused in connection with the assas- 
sination last November of the sirdar 
of Egypt, General Sir Lee Stack. ° 

Abdel Fattah Anayat, one of the 
accused is quoted as declaring in the 
course of his statement that, follow- 
ing the failure of the conversations 
between the Egyptian and _ British 
premiers in london on the Sudanese 
and other questions, he met with Dr. 
Shafik Mansur and Mahmud Ismail] at 
Dr. Shafik’s house when it was de- 
cided to commit a series of political 
murders, with the sirdar as the first 
victim, 

The declaration says the trio be- 
lieved the independence of Egypt 
could only be gained by the political 
murders. 

All the persons mentioned in Ab- 
del’s confession have been arrested. 
Mahmud Ismail, was an official of 
the ministry of pious foundations. 

Mahmud Rashid, a railway worker, 
is alleged to have confessed that he 
was a member of the “society of 
vengeance,’ and that Abdel spoke to 
him about the murder plans: that. he 
lent his automobile, that he and Ab- 
de} drove to the scene and waited un- 
til the assassination was accomplished 
and then escaped with Ibrahim Musa, 
another of the accused. 

Dr. Shafik in hig reputed confes- 

sion said there was always present in 
Egypt a force believing that British 
rule could only be ended by violence 
and individual reprisals. He,.how- 
ever, did not condone the outrage. 
took no part in it and was only in- 
formed of it hy Abdel after it had 
been committed. 
' Mohamed Fahmy, another of the 
accused, admitted committing out- 
rages against several Europeans, but 
disclaimed participation in the Sirdar 
affair. He also admitted the exis- 
tence of a secret society for carrying 
out crimes, and claimed that Abdel 
Hamid Anayat. brother of Abdel Fat- 
tah; Ibrahim Musa, Mahmud Rashid, 
Dr. Shafik Mansur and Mahmud Is- 
mail were all members. 

The police this morning arrested 
Hag Ahmed, an employee of the 
workshops, at his home, and claim 
to have found there a parcel contain- 
ing a revolver and a quantity of “E 
type” ammunition. The police declare 
that while bullets of this type have 
been used in six political outrages 
during the recent years they had 
heretofore been unable to obtain any 
samples of it. Hag Ahmed is said 
to have exercised great religious in- 
fluence among the railway workers.

Neumann, who turned: state's evi- 
dence, claimed to have received $35,- 
00 from Russian sources to promote 
the revolution. ‘The defense main- 
tained that Neumann is a mental de- 
fective. 

Skobievsky, a Russlan mechanical 
worker, was called the ‘“‘master mind” 
of the revolationary group. He is 
alleged to have been working under 
Moscow's direction and to have placed 
money from Moscow with German 
munition workers for the purchase of 
arms, explosives and ammunition. 

Skobievsky. it is said. was known 
among his fellow communists as a 
Russian general and a military or- 
eanizer of rare ability. According to 
Neumann he was in Germany not 
only because of his military value to 
the communists. but also as a go-be- 
tween for the third internationale of 
Moscow. 

Poeze, a carpenter of Leipsiz. was 
charged with being one of the terror- 
ist group that proposed, under Neu- 
mann’s direction, to distribute pois-

- THE NEED OF NURSES. 
Perhaps the best evidence of the 
need of nurses occurred in Buffalv 
recently when a nurse acting as 


spokesman for a nurses’ organization ° 


hopped into the newspapers with a 
hot interview in which she deplored 
the lack of ethics on the part of the 
doctors, who, it appeared, had been 
discussing the need of nurses in their 
medical society. 


The Erie County Medical society. 


had a committee make a carefw) study 
of the nurse question. The personnel 
of the committee consisted exclusively, 
J think. of physicians who were on 
the staffs of the leading hospitals or 
teachers in a Class A medical college. 
They should have a pretty fair con- 
ception of the nurse question. Their 
report is therefore of great interest 
and importance. 

As to what, if anything. is wrong 
with the present nurse probten, they 
reported (1) that there is more or 
less constant shortage of nurses which 
becomes acute in time of epidemic 
or seasonal illness; (2) there is an 
increasing unwillingness of nurses to 
accept calls to nurse in private 
homes; (3) the majority of people im 
moderate circumstances are unable to 
meet the expense involved in a 12- 
hour working day for nurses; (4) 
there is an increasing tendency, 
though still limited to a minority of 
nurses, for nurses to exercise the 
function of a physician. 

As for the 12-hour day for nurses, 
anybody who can afford a nurse at 
nll can afford to keep his nurse fit 
to work, and in my judgment that 
requires that the nurse ‘be given .a 
fair amount of rest and time off duty 
Twelve hours is a long, long day to 
work, if you have ever tried working. 

As for the tendency of some nurses 
to act as little tin doctors, that, I 
think, is a natural result of the kind 


-of training nurses are generally com- 
The highbrow | 


pelled to undergo. 
training schools try to teach nurses 
the functions of the physician. If 1s 
not. surprising, then, that a certain 
number of the nurses’ think they 
know about as much as a doctor 
does, and besides there are plenty of 
commercial interests ready to pay 
them a comfortable wage for exercis- 
ing the proper functions of a_ physi- 
cian, and no end of public health or- 
ganizations and schools that employ 
nurses who exercise the functions of 
doctors. : 
Among the remedies suggested by 
the committee were (f) we should re- 
duce the preliminary requirements of 
applicants for nurse training to a 
grammar school education; at present 
most of the highbrow training schools 
require the applicant to be a graduate 
of a high school. (2) We should mod- 


ify the curriculum in training schools 


to cover twu years of practical bed- 
side work, limiting the book stuff to 
the elements of anatomy, physiology, 
disease causation, modes of infection, 
practical asepsis, ete, This is some- 
thing like! It is positively humor- 
ous the highfalutin book learnin’ they 
cram into the heads of pupil nurses 
in the highbrow training schools, 
The medical society committee 
would arrange a third year of ine 
struction for such nurses as might 
elect the higher culture, and so on. 
This is fine as far as ‘it goes. But 
while we are at it. the real need of 
the people should be considered, and 
that. I think, is for nurses who arr 
trained in a course of about one year.

Washington, April 22.—President 
Coolidge went out to the opening 
game of the season here and sat pa- 
tiently through to the bitter end, de- 
spite a slow, sloppy brand of base- 
ball, terribly one-sided in favor of the 
Washington Senators, from which 
many hardened fans turned away 
long before the final out. 

It was getting along toward dark 
when the President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge left the stands, with the score 
10 t8 1 against the New York Yan- 
kees, 

Coolidge watched the game _ care- 
fully, but with no sign of intense 
emotion—though Walter Johnson was 
in the box—uxand showed his desire 
to follow all the precedents by rising 
in the seventh inning. But it hap- 
pened to be the first half of the 
seventh. 

Coolige Gets Raspberry. 

Without looking around, Coolidge 
stood up and looked solemnly over 
the field from the front box which 
the presidential party occupied. Mrs. 
Coolidge pulled on his coat sleeve, 
laughing up at him, and tried to get 
him to sit down. but he continued to 
stand. Several fans sitting back of 
the president srose also to stretch 
their legs, which caused an uproar 
from the stands behind. 

“Down in front—what do you think 
this is, New York?’ one irritated 
spectator yelled. 

The presideat looked around, and 
then sat down, without changing his 
expression. Mrs. Coolidge. who had 
remained seated, continued to laugh 
at his mistake. But when the last 
half of the seventh came around the 
president showed his persistence and 
was the first one up. 

It was a zreat duy for Washington, 
welcoming the world champions back 
home. The stands were packed when 
the presidential party arrived, the 
signal for the beginning of festivities. 

Kellogg Raises Flag. 

After the President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge and their party had taken seats 
in a field box, the Senators and the 
Yankees lined up in the middle of the 
field. a brightly uniformed band _ took 
its place in front, and led by Clark 
Griffith and Secretary of State Kel- 
logg, who wore a black derby and 
walked with a brisk step. paraded off 
across the field to the flag pole. 

The band played a lively march. 
Secretary of State Kellogg then 
raised’ the American flag. and the 
teams returned to their places. The 
ehampionship bunting will be raised 
later. 

“Bucky” Harris, the young mana- 
ger of the champions. stepped into 
the presidential box and handed Cool- 
idge the ball which Walter Johnson 
was to shoot across the plate a few 
minutes later.

‘The 
controlling interest in Vitagraph was 
bought from Albert E. Smith, J.

The value of merchandise imported 
into the United States during March 
at $385,000,000, was greater than any 
other monthly value since 1921, except 
for March, 1922; and was in excess 
of the value reported for March, 1924, 
by about $64,000,000. Exports, too, 
were heavy in value last month, to- 
taling $452.000,000, or approximately 
$112,000,000 above the same month 
of last year. March exports were 
thus $67,000,000 greater in value than 
imports. Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover, in commenting upon these 
figures, states that the large yalue of 
imports appears to be more the result 
of heavy purchases from abroad of 
raw materials than increased buying 
of finished manufactured goods. The 
nation’s export figures are running 
about three times as heavy as before 
the war but since prices are higher, 
the actual quantity of sales abroad 
has not increased to this extent. Ac- 
cording to Secretary Hoover, our for- 
eign trade as a whole is, quantitative- 
ly, 50 per cent higher than the pre- 


war level. As the above chart shows, 
the general trend in the value of our 
foreign trade for séveral years pust 
has been upward. 

Somewhat linked with our foreign 
trade in commodities are our pational 
exports and imports of gold. Decem- 
ber, January and February witnessed 
gold exports that were considerably 
in excess of imports and a similar sit- 
uation -was evident in Mareh when 
the excess of gold shipments from the 
United States over receipts amounted 
to nearly $18,000,000. Just how 
such shipments of gold can affect for- 
eign trade conditions is illustrated by 


the value of her exports. These tre- 
mendously heavy imports. which came 
chiefly toward the year’s end, were 
paid for in larg® part, according to 
the United States department of com- 
merce, from foreign credits granted 
Germany by the United States, Great 
Britain and other countries during the 
last four months of 1924.

Washington, April 22—Crop and 
weather conditions in southern states 
for the week ended yesterday were 
summarized by the department of ag- 
riculture today as follows: 


Very litle rainfall, high tempera- 
tures for the season, and ample sun- 
shine made ideal weather for field 
work throughout the  eotton belt. 
Where it was not too dry, planting 
made excellent advance, and early- 
planted cotton has mostly come up 
to a good stand in the central and 
eastern portions of the belt. The 
drought was still prevalent in Texas. 
with a further delay in planting, and 
both progress and condition of that 
planted were poor, except jn the ex- 
treme south and northeast: chopping 
was advancing. in the south. with 
some squares appearing. Planting 
advanced satisfactorily in Oklahoma. 
Germination is reported as only fair 
in Arkansas because of lack of mois- 
ture, 

In Mississippi considerable cotton 
is up, but stands are rather unsatis- 
factory, while in Alabama that more 
recently planted needs moisiure for 
proper germination. Conditions are 
generally favorable in Tennessee and 
Georgia with planting practically 
completed in the southern division of 
Georgia, and chopping out begun in 
the south. Cotton is up to a good 
stand in the lawer counties of South 
Carolina and _ planting made good 
advance in North Carolina. 

Cereals need rain in most of the 
south wherever the crops are not too 
far advanced fo be benefited. Rice 
planting was delayed in Louisiana. 

Fruits are generally in good con- 
dition. Strawberries are ripening as 
far north as Tennessee and North 
Carolina. ' 

The planting of potatoes and gar- 
‘den truck has reached the northern 
border and these crops are doing well. 
except in the South Atlantie and 
Gulf states where rain is needed.

She has written the following article 
on the ert of Florence Easton, super- 
woman, the versatile soprano. who 
sang the role of Rachel in “La Juive.”

VEGETABLES AND BERRIES. 
All this time the amateur gardener 
has been casting longing glances over 
the rind into the flower garden, and 
yearning to en- 


ter that enchant- |- 


ed land, but on 
looking over the 
list of vegetables 
names were 
found that could 
not be ignored. 
“We have no 
artichokes in our 
arden, Mr. Bur- 
nk, no rhu- 
barb, no onions. 
md lettuce and 
no radishes, and 
above all no ber- 
ries.” 
“They must 
not be left out,” 
aa — ete Mr. Bur- 
“and we will plant the peren- 
nial ‘artichokes and rhubarb at one 
side where the spring cleaning and 
eigen will not so much disturb 
em. 


“As plants from the seed of the artt- 
choke vary greatly, after many years’ 
experiment and hy careful selection | 
have succeeded in producing a hybrid 
artichoke of unusual size and flavor. 
It can be successfully grown in norths 
ern climates by starting early in April 
or May. From these seedlings the best 
should be selected and kept in storage 
during the winter and set out in the 
following spring.” 

“How about planting conditions?” 

“They require a good, deep, rich 
soil and are set out 2 to 3 feet apart 
in rows about 8 feet apart. They are 
really very ornamental and add to the 
beauty of the garden.” 

“Rhubarb is ornamental, 
that comes next !” 

“Yes, and it, too, must be given a 
permanent position, in well fertilized 
soil and the ground deeply dug, as the 
plants make great root growth. It may 
be propagated by division of the roots. 
and the stalks should not be cut until 

the second year. If raised from seed 


too—and 


it may be sown early in a protected 
place, and set out in May. or better 
yet, allowed to grow through the first 
season, then planted 3 by 4 to 6 feet 
apart.” 

“Now that artichokes and rhubarb 
have been settled, how about lettuce. 
radishes and onions? 

“They are simple enough to handle, 
In the case of the first the same rich 
soil and careful sowing of the seed 
which must be started under protee 
tion when sown very early and late 
in the year, but in between it may be 
sown in the open at 
succession. 
radishes, 
grown quickly for 
crispness in rich, sandy soil, 
allowed to stay 
long.”

In addition, the 
maximum zmourt to be wiarged for 
fares should be specified.
